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1. The police in Land Brandenburg consists ofr 

a. The Landespolizei 

b. Special police units under the direct control of. the German 
Administration of the Interior. 


2. The Landespolizei, headed by Ministerialdirektor and Police 
General Staimer, is sub-dibided into the following branches: 

a. The Schutzpolizei (uniformed constabulary) 

b. The Verwaltungspolizei (administrative police) 

c. The Kriminalpolizei (criminal police) 
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Lebeck. It Is sub-divided into trade police, traffic police, 
and strictly administrative police. It is notable that the 
prosecution of violations of the price laws has been entrusted 
to the administrative police. In order to meet its expenses 
the administrative police has to raise a fixed quota of fines, 
a corresponding amount being automatically deducted from its 
budgetary allocations. As an example, the city of Potsdam has 
to impose monthly fines amounting toAit least 90,000 Deutsche 
Mark in order to sustain itself. 

The Criminal Police is headed by Oberpolizeirat Krauthausen. 

His deputy is Polizeirat Schwercke. Until recently it comprised 
the following Kommissariate: K 1, 2, 3, 4, and 5, K 1 charged 
with the investigation of capital crimes, K 2 theft, K 3 economic 
crimes, K 4 other crimes, and K 5 political cases. A recent re- 
yanizatlon provided for Kommissariate a, b, c, d, with K 5

Is An official one remains open to doubt. K 5 is known 
to hide its activities behind a number of innocuous 
sounding designations and most likely this is one of 
them,’ also meant to connote its close' affinity with 
what is popularly known as "NKVD". 
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Comment : Fatov was identified in 1948 as a 
major, Chief of Denazification Subsection, OVD Branden- 
burg. He later assumed investigation duties and was 
known to be an agent recruiting officer for OVD Brandenburg. 
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
